Un- 
contradieted rumor says that both buildin 
and business have been established with capi- 
tal earned to the proprietor bythe Cardiff 
Giant, of which he was the sole origi- 
nator, manufacturer and pe 
Hull is now ip his forty-ninth year. 
born at Sydney’s Ford, on the Connecticut 

ver, between Hartford and _ Springfield. 
Here he lived on a farm till he was twenty- 
eight. Through his youth, which was filled 
with remarkable incideuts, he cultivated his 
peculiar mind in a very peculiar way, almost 
wholly without books, but, after all, ina way 
just as well ed as any other to fit him for 
making the Cardiff Giant. He was a born in- 
ventor. A harness “‘snap’’ invented by him 
has come into universal use. His parents were 
Puritans—sturdy old Connecticut people. The 
young man was brought up inthe mst im- 
plicit obedience to his good Puritan mother’s 
religious faith. But at the age when the rea- 
soning powers began to supercede the simple 
trust of childhood, he began to launch out 
into freethinking, and then for the firet time 
he set himself to reading. His books were 
exclusively those of religious philosophy. 
Cutting loose from the faith in which he had 
been bred, he invented daring theories of his 
own upon religious matters. His theological 
inventions were, abstractly speeking, very un- 
fortunate, though, practicafly, they earned 
for him all the e Row pos- 
sesses in the the Cardiff 
Giant — the source his fortune — was 
the direct upshot and result of his metaphysics, 
and that fn this wise: The young skeptic, 
coming to manhood, possessed a toleravle 
knowledge of the polemical literature of re- 
ligion. He had read something on both sides, 
though, of course, generally on the wrong 
side. He had devoured everything that savor- 
ed of rational philosophy, whether found in 
David Hume’s writings or in the Springfield 
Kepublican. Thus he had become quite de- 
cently fortified in intidelity, and liked nothing 
better than to show otf his pyrotechnic argu- 
ments against religion, by engaging in discus- 
sions with clergymen, deacons and church 
elders. It was in the midst ef one 
discussions that there flashed on ‘his mind the 
conception of John Henry Cardilf, the Onon- 
daga giant of Gypsum.

Upon examination, great tenderness was found 
over the abdomen; and in the region of the 
liver there was a large and welldefined 
tumor extending low in the abdominal cavity, 
which was exceedingly painful when manipu- 
lated. The various medical men who exam- 
ined her agreed (1 believe without exception) 
that the tumor was connected with the liver 
and several were under the impression that 
the organs were seriously involved; as to the 
exact character of the tumor, it was of course 
im: ossible to determine. Among the physi- 
cians who examined her I may mention Drs.

The Communists as Colonists. 

It is one of the strangest things ip the 
world why communities should covet the 
convicted Communists of France. But 
not only has a company in Lower Califor- 
nia offered to settle the whole batch on 
their lands, but similar offers have been 
made by a Canadian company and by the 
governments of various States of South 
America. If any of them really acquire 
what they petition for, they will proba- 
bly find that they have an immense elephant 
on their hands. We cannot see what they 
want them for, and indeed must regard 
such a gang of rascals as a perfect punish- 
ment for any country. If they expect 
these people to work they must be utterly 
unfamiliar with the character of their de- 
sired colonists, for itis well known that 
the warriors of the Paris Commune hate 
nothing so muchas labor. Everybody 
who has followed the course of recent 
European events with some _ atten- 
tion, must be aware of the fact that 
the first motive for the insurrection 
of the National Guarda of Paris 
was their desire to retain the daily allow- 
ane. of thirty sous (one franc and a half) 
paid to them during the siege of Paris. As 
long as the French Government continued 
to pay them the thirty sous everything was 
lovely and no signs of trouble eould be 
seen in Paris. But the moment that the 
sorely.tried country withdrew this senseless 
pension, the people of Paris arose in ‘‘its 
majesty,” as YuctorR HuGo said, ‘‘and re- 
belled against the tyrants.” As soon as 
the mob got into power it increased this 
allowance even to double, pillaging public 
and private coffers in order to scatter the 
money among a lazy, debauched rabble. 

To expect work from such a set of lazy, 
good-for-nothing ragamuflins, who are 
used to wallowing in the filth of the most 
vicious of European cities, pandering to 
the depraved tastes of the wealthier classes, 
and without one generous quality of man- 
hood, is the very height of folly. If those 
contractors who are disposed to colonize 
them feel like keeping them in idleness all 
may go well, but if they expect rough, 
hard work from them, if they imagine 
that these creatures intend to work up to 
un honoroble compentency, by founding 
colonies and working like pioneers in a 
new settlement, they are decidedly in a bad 
way,-and we hope that they may not ob- 
tain the dangerous gift. We hope this 
particularly for those companies who are 
in the immediate neighborhood of our bor- 
ders, as we would otherwise doubtless get 
a considerable share of these unwelcome 
guests, who would almost all go to increase 
our law-breaking elements, for that they 
would peaceably remain in their colony is 
altogether out of the question. 

It is indeed hard for outsiders to image 
the utterly debased character of these 
Communists, but we may form some esti- 
inate of them by considering the character 
of their leaders. Among the latter, how- 
ever, there is, with one or two exceptions, 
no man that reaches even to the average of 
medium men. This was shown during 
the recent trials at the court-martials at 
Versailles. If there had been among the 
accused bat a single individual possessed 
of a mind capable of original ideas he had 
an excellent chance there to show himself. 
But no, it was a low, contemptible gang, 
such as would have disgraced the defend- 
ant’s bench in any of our police courts, 
squallid, ignorant, and with the 
most cynical countenances in the 
world. There was but one man 
among them who could in a certain 
manner command our respect, although 
even he was without the slightest attributes 
of genius. This man was Gen. Kosax., 
who had at least the merit of actual devo- 
tion to the cause he espoused, foolish and 
criminal as this cause was. But the pro- 
ceedings at his trial are a further proof of 
the debased character of the men with 
whom he fought. No one had a greater 
responsibility to bear, no one incurred 
greater hazards than RosskEL when he 
joined the Commune.

CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 


Two New Stone-front Business 
Houses on Main Street. 

Some months since Dr. John Bull purchased 
two valuabie building lotson the north side of 
Main street, between Eighth and Ninth, upon 
which he has recently caused to be built two 
magnificent stone-front business houses, which, 
in points of convenience and completeness, 
equal any of the finest buildings in the city. 
They are two hundred fcet deep, running from 
Main street north to Ormsby street, the latter 
a street forty feet in width, and upon which the 
greater portion of the heavy business transacted 
by those occupying the buildings will be done. 
The cellars are ten feet inthe clear, and extend 
from the curbing on Main street the entire 
length of the buildings. Each house is twenty 
feet wide, and the first floors are six- 
teen feet in the clear. The  eec- 
ond floor extends the entire length of the 
houses, but the tnird and fourth floors only ex- 
tend one hundred and twenty-five feet back. 
The walis are built of the very best material, 
being packed and thoroughly cemented from 
base to the eves. Each house is supplied with 
splendid counting-rooma, situated in the extreme 
rear, in which have been built fire and burglar 
proof vaults. ‘ibe tronvs are Dut OF rreestuue 
and iron, and present an appearance that re- 
flects much credit upon the owner as a man of 
enterprise and taste. The cornices over the 
doors and upon the top fronts are iron, molded 
in beautiful patterns, which enables them to add 
very much to the general appearance of the 
structures. These buildings are already rented 
to parties who will conduct business therein and

A Young Louisvillian Who is to 
Watk to Lexington in Twenty- 
four Hours. 

A young man now in this city, named Henry 

Ratterman, has the reputation, in private cir- 

clea, of being the best walker in the United 


States. It is believed by many that he is much. 


swifter than Weston. A few weeks since he 
walked from Bardstown to Louisville in eight 
hours, and made several long stops to get din- 
ner, pull peaches from orchards, eat berries of 
various kinds, etc. He has never been promi- 
inently before the public as a walker, but he in- 
tends to show bis agility in a short time. Lex-

“ city. Mr. Ratterman proposes to walk that dis- 


tance in twenty-four hours. Two Main street 
gentlemen have bet $300 onthe result.

Should he succeed, Louisville can boast of 
a first-class Weston. 


A Life Saving Invention. 

The constant ocourrence of death or maiming 
through the accidental discharge of fire-arms 
fully evinces that the invention of a gun-lock 
that would combine safety with efficiency is a 
great disideratum. We bave lately examined a 
gun and pistol-lock, the invention of our feliow- 
citizen, Mr. Diilon H. Mapother, which we cannot 
but think will come into universal use, combin- 
ing as it docs absclute protection from prema- 
ture discharge, with all the ease of motion and 
efficiency of the or dinary gun-lock. 

It would be impossible fully to explain tho 
working of this lock without the aid of drawings; 
it may suffice to say, the principle upon which it 
acts is, that a duplex or twofold action is neces- 
sary to change the lock from a state of rest to 
one of motion, in contradistinction to the ‘fatal 
facility’ of the lock in present use, wherein a 
sudden jar to the stock, or contact of any object 
with either hammar or trigger, will produce a 
discharge. It will be readily perceived by the 
reader that a simultaneous action of two forves 
acting in opposite directions being needed to dis- 
charge the gun, the communication of such 
forces by accident ts an imposmbility. The hu- 
man hand, acting as the agent of the will, alone 
can exert the required power; nor is there a 
more complex motion of the band required than 
in pulling the ordinary trigger, as one motion is 
conveyed by the natural grasp of the stuck, and 
ia therefore involuntary. 

In every position of the hammer it is securely 
locked in its place, and can only be changed by 
direct action of the will. 

In addition to ali other precautions for safety, 
the loaded gun «an be put away with the lock 30 
adjusted that, even if coeked by careless med- 
dlers, it cannot possibiy be fred of% ™ 

Mr. M. flied his caveat, with drawings of the 
lock, in the Patent Office several months since, 
which, besides protecting him in his right as in- 
ventor, allows him one year to perfect his inven- 
tion. Inthe model now making for the Patent 
Office, be has introduced aeveral improvements 
in minor details. ; 

As Col. Colt and others have amassed colossal 
fortunes by their inventions for the better de- 
struction of human life, we hope our fellow 
citizen may be amply rewarded for an invention 
so valuable in a humanitarian point of view. 
We trust further that the manufacture of the 
lock be secured to Louisville, rather than Mr. M. 
should be compelled to sell his patent to some 
of the large Eastern manufactories. 


Domesticated Rabbits. 

Mr. Vacaro, on Fighth street, near Walnut, has 
built in hia back yard a curious little house, 
which he intends as a dwelling-place for rabbits. 
More than a dozen pairs of these little animals 
are bow in it, and seem very happy and proud of 
their magniiiceut mansion. There are two little 
houses, one on each side of the yard, with a 
kind of sewer running beneath the ground and 
connecting them together. By this means the 
rabbits go from one to the other. There is also 
& spiral stairway, built of brick, and extending 
several feet under the ground. Little chimneys 
or light-holes, as they are called, come up to the 
surface at proper distances and allow plenty of 
air to enter. The rabbits are of every color, and 
are very beautiful. One of them was wild, but 
has gottentame.

The Kenton Jron Company brought this suit 

against Digby and others to recover damages for 
tue lors of a boat load of coke lost by their neg- 
ligence in bringing about a collision between s 
woodboat th ey were controlling and the boat of 
coke, on the Ohio river, near Newport. The 
owner alleced that the plaintiff’ s boat was so 
moored as to obstruct the navigati n of the river, 
and that by reason of this wrongful act, and 
without negligence on their part, the col tlision 
took place, and claimed damages by way of coun- 
ter-claim for injuries done fo the defendant's 
boat. Onthe trial the jury returnod a verdict 

for the plaintiff for $1,5vu. 

Held—This court has heretofore decided that 
the judiciary act of Congress of 1789 saves to the 
State courts a common law jurisdiction with 
common law remedies in such cases. (3, Bush 
439; 5, Bush 607). Thisis not a proc eeding in rem, 
but the parties are pursuing a personal remedy. 
The court therefore properly overruled the mo- 
tion to dismiss the case tor want of jurisdiction. 

The carl was instructed in substance that if 
the cekeboat was lying at the shore at the usual 
place for mooring Lerees. and the defendant's 
boat by reason of wrongful or careless man: 
ment ran into and injuredthe cokeboat, the 
fendants are liable for the injury sustained, on. 
less the plaintiff's boat was so carelessly moored 
in the river as to obstruct its free navigation by 
defendant's boat under ordinary prudent and 
skillful management; and if the coakboat was 
so placed as to obstruct the navigation of the 
river in the ordinary way by the defendant's 
woodboat, they are not li: able if they used ordi- 
nary care and precaution to avoid the coltision 
¥ 4 his is the « orrect law of the case. It was the 
duty of appellants, although the cokebvuat was or 
might have been moored in the channel of the 
river at the time, tohave used all the skill that 
prudent and discreet boatmen should have used 
to avoid the collision, and in the absence of this 
prudent careappellee was entitled to recover, 
unless it was moored there for the very purpose 
of baving the collision take place. If one piaces 
his property in the highway so as to obstruct or 
interfere with the passage of the traveler, this 
does not justify the latter in dest roying the prop- 
erty, though he has the undcubted right to pass; 
and if in passing he injures the property, when 
by proper skilland precaution 
avoided it, heis liable in damages. This rule 
does not apply where the obstruction is placed 
in the highway or river purposely to bring about 
the collision, nor where one party is as much in 
fault as the other.
